Civility reigns in debate 


MacDonald promised “MacSanity”, Champoux ready to wash away competition 


WILMINGTON - Selectmen candidates Mike Champoux 
and Kevin MacDonald faced off Tuesday in the studios of 
WCTYV for a debate sponsored by the Town Crier, Reading 
Co-operative Bank, Wilmington Chamber of Commerce and 
WCTV. Those expecting fireworks were disappointed though 
as the gentlemen addressed each question with courtesy and 
followed the timekeeper’s cues throughout the hour-long 
debate. 

Champoux is seeking re-election to a second term with the 
Board and his three years of experience showed in his 
debate responses with detailed answers about the stalled 
Lowell JunctiotInterchange project, the closed Nichols 

_ Street Bridge, and the town’s cash reserves. 

MacDonald, something of a rabble-rouser at Selectmen 
meetings lately, came off poised and articulate, though trail- 
ing off topic from time to time. He presented his plan to 
repurpose the existing high school into a combination com-

munity college and business complex, complete with re-zon- 
ing, with an eye to earning $1 million. Of course, the plan 
would entirely de-rail the new high school construction proj- 
ect, but MacDonald would support moving that to a new 
location. 

MacDonald promised to bring “Mac”sanity to the Board, 
planning to look into every contract and spending proposal, 
and be the “anti-crony” candidate. 

When asked where they stand on the $6.684 M in cash 
reserves, MacDonald stated he is “opposed to unfair taxa- 
tion” but recognized the need for reserves to deal with law- 
suits and emergencies. He then went on to complain that 
town employees waste money. 

Champoux connected better, asking voters to “think of 
your home” and likened the free cash to a bank account, 
offering liquidity and credibility. Further, high cash

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Fire destroys 
apartments

WILMINGTON - An early 
morning house fire gutted 
two apartments and killed 
four cats Wednesday, but no 


residents or firefighters 
were injured in the confla- 
gration. 

According to Fire 


Department Deputy Chief 
John Brown, the first call 
came into the station at 1:25 
a.m. and crews arrived on 
the scene shortly. Officers 
on duty classified the blaze 
as a “working fire,” a profes- 
sional term that means the 
town is utilizing all its equip- 
ment and requires addition- 
al engines from other towns 
through mutual aid. 

An engine company from 
Reading and another engine 
company from North 
Reading assisted at the 
scene, for a total of four 
engines and a ladder truck. 

The one story building with 


the end of a narrow drive at 
833 Main Street. Two resi- 
dents of one apartment were 
home but got out of the 
building before the Fire 
Department arrived. The 
residents of the other unit 
were out of town at the time. 

Both apartments were gut- 
ted and the residents have 
lost all of their possessions. 
The Lowell Red Cross assist- 
ed at the scene to help out 
the residents. Four pet cats 
were killed in the fire. 

All apparatus returned to 
quarters by 6:30 a.m. after 
ensuring that there were no 
hidden pockets of fire in the 
walls and ceilings of the 
structure. 

Brown said that while no 
cause for the fire has been 
determined, it remains 
under investigation, a nor- 
mal protocol. He added that 
at this time there is nothing 
suspicious about the fire.

“Mr. Moderator!” resonates the booming 
voice in the town meeting. Everyone knows 
the voice and they know where he’s sitting. 
They cringe. Will this guy ever shut up? 

It seems that every generation has one or 
two of them — town meeting characters, 
inclined to speak on most every article — 
the people who make you sink low in your 
seat, roll your eyeballs and groan when they 
approach the microphone for the 33rd time. 

These folks are not without function. They 
are there to test the soul of the moderator. 
Can he good-naturedly convince them to 
limit their remarks? Will he have to impose 
a time limit and shut them off? Or will he 
have to call the police and have them 
removed from the meeting? 

Does anyone keep track of how many 
sweaters have been knit while these people 
are talking? Maybe someone could run 
wagers on that information, if the correct 
number could be known. People have been 
known to take bets on how many times so- 
and-so will speak in a meeting. 

Of late, townspeople have been complain- 
ing about one man in particular. But he rep- 
resents a long line of town meeting wags 
that surely extends beyond the memory of 
this writer. 

If you’re a young voter, do take notes on 
these people — voice recordings, if possible. 
Some day, 40 or 50 years from now, you’ll be 
able to write a column to update this one. 
Maybe you'll work the characters into a 
screenplay or some genre of writing that 
has yet to evolve. Good stories originate with 
interesting people, and you will certainly 
find some at town meeting. But you’ll need 
a strong gluteus maximus, a ton of patience 
and a good ear for the weird. 

You can usually figure out their pattern 
fairly easily. Certain topics tend to have a 
bug light hanging over them. You may not 
see the purple glow, but you hear the zaps 
and “Mr. Moderator!” on certain questions. 

This is not to demean the seriously con- 
cerned citizen or take away anyone’s 

First Amendment rights, one of the true 
strengths of the American political system. 
But if anyone wants be influential, he must 
understand the verbosity/credibility ratio: 
the more you say, the less you will be 
believed. Or, it is better to remain silent and 
be thought a fool than to speak and remove 
all doubt. 

If you are tempted to speak in town meet-

ing, listen to what other speakers are say- 
ing. Has your idea already been expressed? 
If so, why repeat it? 

Such a simple exercise, though, could hard- 
ly rein in a true Town Meeting 

Senator, saddled with the belief that ver- 
bosity generates logic, that his wisdom will 
sway the decision. It might take 20 years, but 
he may someday learn that few are listen- 
ing, and they seek only entertainment. 

There are many town meeting characters 
we could cite. But in recent history, there is 
one, only one, true champion town meeting 
zombie, Mr. Gustav Coester. 

If nothing else, Gus was dependably off 
topic. The topic could be A, and he’d speak 
on G, with a German accent. In a discus- 
sion of the police budget, he might speak on 
the sonic resonance of bumblebees. 

The man had a bit of scientific knowledge, 
albeit questionable, but to attempt a discus- 
sion would invite a subsequent visit and a 
long discussion making little sense. Some of 
his theories have shown up a quarter-centu- 
ry later in the wild realm of the internet. 
Was he ahead of his time, or did he leave 
viral topics that were subsequently inter- 
cepted? People at town meeting wondered if 
he was from outer space. 

Well, he probably wasn’t, but that’s where 
he went — at least, that’s where his name 
went. Really. 

In 1997 and 1998, NASA had a public out- 
reach program in which people could submit 
their names via the internet. The names 
were then entered on a pair of microchips, 
to be sent on a space mission. Apparently, 
Gus submitted his name. It’s on the NASA 
list of names on the microchips. 

When NASA launched the spacecraft 
Stardust on Feb. 7, 1999, the two identical 
microchips were on board, with more than a 
million names. One microchip returned to 
Earth in a capsule, which landed in Utah on 
January 15, 2006. The capsule had collected 
dust samples from a meteor and is now on 
display at the Smithsonian Institution. 

The other microchip, with over a million 
names, including that of name Gustav 
Coester, is mounted in the spacecraft. NASA 
engineers gave Stardust a final thrust in 
March 2011, burning out the remaining fuel. 
It will remain in space forever. 

Gus died in Sept. 2007. Like his town meet- 
ing rhetoric, his name will travel in space ad 
infinitum. But nobody at the town meeting 
will be listening.

When I take off on one of fase 
my “field trips,” I want the fa 
day to be open-ended. We 
can be gone for only. a few 
hours or all day, but please 
don’t check your watch 
before we’re out of the 
driveway. My motto - be 
where you are. 

Distracting oneself from 
worry and responsibility, or 
boredom, has to be more 
than just killing time, let’s 
say, like wandering around 
the Burlington Mall (perish gE 
the thought). My restless- 
ness takes me to those 
“unknown to the masses,” 
tucked-away neighborhood 
gems and enclaves that are 
usually frequented only by 
the locals. 

Huron Village, nestled in behind Harvard Square, maybe a 
mile or so away, feels surprisingly insulated from the rest of 
the bustling City of Cambridge. In a way, it’s hidden, not 
being right on Massachusetts Avenue, and not being a full- 
fledged “Square” - which is what makes this spot so out of 
the ordinary. 

You really could believe that time is fluid when you turn 
the corner onto Huron Avenue (and the close-by streets). 
The streets are tree-lined and quiet, with light traffic. Most 
of the small businesses and shops are within eye-sight of 
each other. You can easily walk from one place te another. 

There is no doubt that the main reason to visit Huron 
Village, aside from the atmosphere, is Formaggio’s Kitchen, 
the best cheese shop in greater Boston - and probably the 
best in the country. The second you open the door, the pun- 
gent smell of cheese invites you into another world. 
Spotless glass cases are filled with every shape and size and 
variety of cheese - piled up on top, hanging overhead, and 
well - everywhere. Below, in the basement, cheese caves 
hold their stock of exotic artisan cheeses from around the 
world. Musty, damp and chilly, these caves are perfect for 
aging and maintaining cheese. Unless you’re a connoisseur 
though, all of this would be a bit overwhelming, except for 
the very helpful and knowledgeable clerks. Last week when 
asked if I needed help, all I said was, “I want something 
crumbly, not smooth, with a real bite to it.” He offered me 
a taste of Pecorino Pienza Gran Riserva (sheep milk - 
Italy). Oooh; yeah! I bought a pound. But if you would like 
to know what you’re talking about, become educated about 
cheese, Formaggio’s has classes and events all the time. 
And there’s more. Every aisle and every nook and corner 
of the not-so-big store is jam-packed with gourmet bakery 
items, coffee and tea, spices, imported chocolate, produce 
(much of it local), prepared foods and many more specialty 
foods.

There are over 30,000 used and rare books, in good conde 
tion, at any given time, crammed into this thought-provok- 
ing hideaway.

Let’s see, what else? The Fresh Pond Market is not a con- 
venience store. This is a small-sized grocery store, with all 
the necessities, without the SUPER market overload. A 
butcher shop is tucked away in the back corner, along with 
plants and produce, beer and wine and some prepared 
meals. Next door is the Fish Monger, a fresh fish market. 
The Village Kitchen and the Full Moon are two very differ- 
ent, very good restaurants, almost across the street from 
each other.

Yes, 
wholesome, whole grain, hand-made bread to crave and

Huron Village just might be the Holy Grail of small scale, 
Beyond the restaurants, goodies and groceries, there are 
antiques, galleries, pet shop, kid shop, dress shop, cleaners, 
bank and more - everything outside your door. And the 
frosting on the cake, Fresh Pond is around the bend - to take 
a stroll - it never gets old. City life doesn’t get much better 
than this.

BOSTON - Continuing its efforts to remove 
obstacles for businesses to grow, the Senate on 
Thursday took on the high costs of electricity 
in Massachusetts by unanimously passing leg- 
islation that will create more competition for 
energy contracts and bring down prices, 
Senator Barry Finegold announced in a state- 
ment to the media. 

“Forcing our utility companies to justify their 
rates every three years will go a long way 
towards reducing and controlling our electric- 
ity costs in the Commonwealth,” said 
Finegold. “This change will help reduce costs 
for both homeowners and businesses in the 
short-term. This bill also continues to push 
Massachusetts to the forefront of the clean 
energy industry. These investments in our 
future are necessary both to control costs in 
the long-term and to keep new jobs created by 
the clean energy industry right here in 
Massachusetts, especially in the Merrimack 
Valley.” 

Because of its ongoing commitment to 
renewable resources, the Commonwealth has 
the second-lowest greenhouse gas emissions of 
any region in the nation. It has positioned 
itself as a frontrunner in the clean energy 
economy, which currently employs 64,000 peo- 
ple statewide, and become one of the top states 
for innovation, investment, employment and 
policy. 

The state needs to maintain this position 
without harming the many successful busi- 
nesses for which electricity is a detrimental 
cost of doing business. 

The average electric rate in Massachusetts is 
14.24 cents per kilowatt hour - the seventh 
highest in the United States and well above the 
national average of 10 cents. Part of the reason 
is that Massachusetts, in comparison to other 
parts of the country, does not have an abun- 
dance of natural resources such as coal or gas. 
In fact, New England states in general have 
very little domestic sources of fuel for elec- 
tricity. 

But the high costs are also driven by the 
industry itself - a combination of aging trans- 
mission and distribution infrastructure, and a 
lack of accountability from investor-owned 
utility companies.

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The bill passed in the Senate on Thursday 
addresses the high cost of electricity in 
Massachusetts in an effort to support job cré- 
ation and economic recovery. It seeks fo 
reduce the price of electricity by identifying 
cost-drivers, reviewing rates on a more regu- 
lar basis, and demanding more competition. * 

To establish competition in the market, the 
bill would end the current long-term contract 
program under the Green Communities Act 
December 2012 and require investor-own 
utilities to competitively bid proposals from 
renewable energy suppliers for long-term 
renewable energy contracts. And by increas- 
ing the overall net metering cap from 3 pef- 
cent to 6 percent, the legislation doubles the 
existing limits on municipal and privately- 
owned projects that generate their own ec | 
able energy. 

The legislation requires gas and electric 
companies to file rate cases every three years 
with DPU; increases from six to 10 months the 
time DPU has to review rate cases; prevents 
DPU from approving rate case settlements 
more than once every six years; and requires 
DPU to spread over a two-year period any rate 
increase that would exceed 10 percent in ore 
year, with a first-year cap of 7.25 percent. = 

The bill also requires the Department of 
Energy Resources (DOER), when it inter- 
venes on cases before the Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU), to do so on behalf of ail 
commercial and industrial ratepayers. * 

The legislation also does the following: 

Clarifies current law regarding solar and 
wind property tax classifications; 

Expands DPU’s oversight to any transaé- 
tion involving a regulated company, not just 
Massachusetts-regulated companies; Bs 

establishes a voluntary energy efficiency 
pilot program for the five largest electric and 
five largest gas users in each utility’s service 
territory; and *, 

eAllows hydroelectric power to count toward 
the Commonwealth’s renewable and alterna- 
tive energy generation goals under the Green 
Communities Act. 

Senator Benjamin B. Downing (D-Pittsfield) 
was the lead sponsor of the bill. The legislation 
now goes to the House of Representatives. 7

When it came to the 
Nichols Street bridge, both

He said the 
intent was to give resi- 
dents an easy forum for 
asking questions and get- 
ting quick answers or at 
least be pointed in the 
right direction. 

Selectwoman O’Connell 
joined the discussion 
stating that she usually 
tries to minimize her 
comments because of the 
length of the meetings, 
which has grown over the 
course of the last year to 
accommodate the public 
comments section. 

“I don’t think the public 


comments is a means to 
belittle people with the 
tossing of rocks and 
insults,” O’Connell said. 
“You can fight the fight, 
but I find that you can’t 
reason with unreasonable 
people.” 

Selectman Michael 
Champoux said there is 
no statute, law or other 
mandate on the Board 
requiring the use of pub- 
lic comments. He said the 
meetings are designed 
for public attendance for 
the sake of transparency, 
but that does not mean 
that the Board must 
engage the public in the 
meetings. 

After the discussion, 
Newhouse tried to bring 
attention to new statistics 
put out by the Center for 
Disease Control (CDC) 


regarding autism. He 
said April is autism 
awareness month and 


residents should take a 
look at the shocking sta- 
tistics. 

MacDonald attempted to 
address Newhouse 
regarding the statistics 
when Chairman Cimaglia 
requested Police Chief 
Michael Begonis to escort 
MacDonald out of the 
meeting for continuing to 
speak outside of the pub- 
lic comments. 


ance between free speech 
and incivility, Champoux 
quipped, “talk about talking 
about the elephant in the 
room, huh?” 

Champoux noted that while 
he supports free speech, 
there -is not a law that 
requires public comments 
during open meetings. The 
initiation of public com- 
ments during the meetings 
was for feedback and guid- 
ance to residents, not to cre- 
ate a soapbox. He had no 
concerns, though, about 
Town Meeting, praising the 
Town Moderator, Jim 
Stewart for conducting the 
meetings effectively. 
MacDonald acknowledged

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them, even, speak after each 
topic on the agenda,” said 
MacDonald.

Michelle Bryan was intend- 
ing her first marathon also 
to be her last. Fate, however, 
had different plans. Her 
employer, John Hancock, is 
one of the sponsors of the 
Boston Marathon and when 
her number was picked in 
the company’s lottery, she 
knew she had to do it. 

“’m not your typical 
marathon runner,” said 
Bryan, a Wilmington resi- 
dent and 40-year-old mother 
of three.

Bryan works full-time from 
home for John Hancock, as 
well as takes care of her 
three daughters with her 
husband. Training has been 
difficult - she wakes up at 4 
a.m., “at the crack of dawn” 
to get in runs before driving 
her daughter to dance class 
and completing all of the 
other little errands the day 
demands - but Bryan is 
determined to make it work. 
For her, the key is in keeping 
a positive attitude. 

“I find running to be a 
mental game,” she said, set- 
ting smaller goals while she 
is running to stay motivated, 
like getting through the next 
four miles and then the next. 
“Next thing you know, you’re

Bryan and her friend, Jen 
Tassone, started running as 
a way to get in shape and to 
take some time away from 
the duties of being a wife 
and mother. At the time, she 
had three children all under 
the age of three. The two 
became addicted to running 
as a way to stay active and 
Bryan has since completed 
5Ks, triathlons, half 
marathons, and eventually a 
marathon. 

Bryan also recognizes her 
father-in-law, who has com- 
pleted the Boston Marathon 
twice, as a big inspiration in 
her running. 

“He’s my biggest fan,” she 
said, adding that her daugh- 
ters - Marissa, 8; Sarah, 7; 
and Samantha, 5 - love that 
she is “running with Papa.” 

To train for the marathon, 
Bryan follows a route that 
starts in Billerica, then goes 
through Wilmington and 
Burlington. The last is ideal 
for hill training, she noted. 
Her routine varies, depend- 
ing on her schedule and 
whether her back or knee is 
acting up, but she typically 
runs three or four time per 
week: one short run, two 
medium runs, and one 
longer run. The lengths 
range from five miles for a 
short run up to 15 miles for a 
longer run. 

“'m more physically fit in 
this part of my life than in

my 20s,” said Bryan, empha- 
sizing her belief in ‘mind 
over matter. “It’s all mental. 
It’s all how you look at it.” 

As much as she _ has 
enjoyed training, Bryan 
admits she is excited for the 
rest that will come after it, 
as well as being able to say 
that she has run the Boston 
Marathon. 

“Boston is a bucket list, 
and I’m looking forward to 
crossing it off,” she said. 

Although she has complet- 
ed a marathon before, Bryan 
said she is still nervous for 
the race because “this is dif- 
ferent.” Bryan said that in 
the Smuttynose Hampton 
Marathon she completed 
last October, she would run 
for 45-minute stretches with- 
out seeing any spectators. 
The Boston Marathon draws 
crowds of more than 25,000, 
packed along the route that 
traverse 26.2 miles and eight 
Massachusetts cities and 
towns. But Bryan has stayed 
motivated by the people she 
loves, and it will be no dif- 
ferent on race day. 

“IT know I have people along 
the route,” she said. “I don’t 
want to keep them waiting.” 

She doesn’t have any goal 
other than crossing the fin- 
ish line. 

“I’m not a fast runner. I’m 
not going to finish with the 
elite runners,” she said. “But 
I know I can do it.”

State Trooper and a member 
of the U.S. Army Reserve, 
Carriere qualifies as both.

stopping to take a breath for 
the race. 

The weekend before the 
Marathon, he will spend 
doing weekend drills. The 
weekend after, he will be at 
West Point for army train- 
ing. Carriere seems noncha- 
lant about the whole thing, 
but he admits he is nervous 
for the race. He drove the 
course recently, noting that 
it will be much different run- 
ning those same streets. 

“T’ve been in the army for 
15 years now, and I’ve done a 
lot of running with them,” 
said Carriere, but adds the 
intense training is taking its 
toll. “I’ve been putting a lot 
of miles on my body.” 

Still, Carriere is no 
stranger to finding and 
defeating adversity. Last 
summer, he completed a 
Tough Mudder competition 
in Florida. The 10 to 12 mile 
obstacle courses are 
designed by British Special 
Forces and include such 
obstacles as the curtain of 
10,000-watt electrical wires 
known as “electro-shock 
therapy” that Carriere had 
to run through. The events’ 
website even  flippantly 
states that “marathon run- 
ning is boring.” 

Carriere doesn’t agree on 
that count, calling the race a 
longtime goal. Carriere has 
been around the race his 
whole life, growing up in 
North Reading and graduat- 
ing from University of 
Massachusetts Lowell before 
settling in Wilmington. 
Carriere was also inspired to 
undertake the challenge by 
60-year-old State Police 
Lieutenant Bill Coulter, who 
has run more than 25 Boston 
Marathons, one of them 
while undergoing treatment 
for throat cancer. Coulter 
has gotten together a group 
of more than 50 state police 
officers to run in the race, 
said Carriere. 

Though the ultimate goal is 
to finish the Marathon, 
Carriere hopes to do so 
somewhere between the

This Saturday could mark 
one of the biggest days in 
the Town of Tewksbury in 
quite some time, as voters 
are asked whether or not to 
approve the 1.935 million 
dollar athletic complex. The 
complex would coincide with 
the newly built Tewksbury 
Memorial High School, 
which is on schedule to open 
for this fall academic sea- 
son. 

The current plan will have 
one athletic field at the new 
high school which will be a 
grass surface, suited for 500 
seats with lighting, no score- 
board, as well as no tennis 
courts. But if the proposal 
gets passed on Saturday, the 
complex will be vastly 
upgraded to an artificial turf 
field with increased seating 
(perhaps up to 1,500), with 
lights, an electronic score- 
board, five tennis courts 
with hopes of an enhanced 
press box, and goal posts for 
football and soccer games. 

Back in March of 2010, 
Tewksbury voters approved 
an 80 million dollar proposal 
to build the new high school 
which would cost taxpayers 
37 million dollars. In turn, 
the project ended up costing 
68 million, and 31 million to 
the Tewksbury residents, 
meaning it went. down from 
costing families $250 per 
year to $190 per year over 
the next 20 years. 

This proposal, to enhance 
the current athletic field, 
would cost families an aver- 
age of $20 per year over the 
next ten years. 

The proposed question has 
been bantered around 
throughout the town, espe- 
cially over the last few 
months at various meetings 
and throughout local news- 
papers, with the biggest 
question if the town of 
Tewksbury can afford a 1.935 
million dollar project, espe- 
cially in the very tough eco- 
nomic struggles of the town 
and this country, as well as 
increase tax rates already in 
Tewksbury, mostly with 
homes and water and sewer 
rates. 

But if you ask Brian Dick, 
a former TMHS graduate 
(1985), a member of the 
Tewksbury School 
Committee, a father of three 


student-athletes, and the 
President of the ‘Friends of 
the Tewksbury Community 
Athletic Complex’, getting 
this project approved comes 
at the right time financially, 
and always comes at the 
right time since it will 
involved thousands and 
thousands of kids here in 
town. 

“For one thing we are get- 
ting the new high school so 
this is an opportunity to 
enhance on that surrounding 
area and it’s all for the kids 
of Tewksbury,” he said. 
“With the new high school 
and the new fields, this is all 
to help the kids. of 
Tewksbury which is what 
I’m all about. That’s it, 
there’s no other reason, no 
other agendas.” 

Under the current plan, 
there will be one grass field 
without irrigation which 
would have to be main- 
tained, but with the artificial 
turf, there would be no 
maintenance involved. 

“I think this complex is 
cost effective,” said Dick. 
“We have the chance of 
enhancing the project, 
instead of blowing it up five 
to ten years down the road 
to redo the track as well as 
the athletic field and at that 
time, it won’t be as cost effi- 
cient as it now. You don’t get 
opportunities like this and 
when they come around, you 
should seize that opportuni- 
ty.” 

The Chairman of the High 
School Buidling Cmmittee 
and future School 
Committee member Jamey 
Cutelis, who also has had 
children go through the 
school and athletic pro- 
grams, told the Town Crier 
recently that he was in favor 
of the project as well and not 
just because it will help the 
athletes, but to complete the 
entire project of having a 
superior new high school 
that benefits students and 
the athletes. 

“I’m in favor of that,” he 
said a few weeks back. “I 
think that’s a good addition 
to the high school. I think we 
build a state of the art high 
school with a state of the art 
auditorium for the drama 
club, we should have state of 
the art fields ... I think it will 
increase utilization of those 
fields. I think it will benefit

Town should finally do something right for the kids

On Saturday, the 
Tewksbury voters will be 
asked to vote ‘yes’ or ‘no’ on 
Question 1, which pertains 
to the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School 1.935 million 
dollar athletic complex 
being approved or not. 
Although I’m not a 
Tewksbury voter nor a 
Tewksbury taxpayer, and 
my opinion is_ slighted 
because of my position here 
as the Sports Editor, I must 
say that the answer to this 
question is like asking a 
high school kid if he or she 
enjoys their IPOD. 

So the answer is Yes in my 
opinion. And I say this 
because to me it’s all about 
the children here in town. 
Sure that saying can be 
trite, but when it comes to 
the kids in Tewksbury, they 
have been getting the raw 
deal as long as Bill Buckner 
let the baseball go through 
his legs during a tied game 
of the 1986 World Series. 

Think about it. Since the 
mid 80s, Tewksbury kids 
have been at the bottom of 
the barrel when it comes to 
sports, athletics and most 
importantly fields - nearly 
every sport has_ been 
involved one way or another 
of a scandal, or being 
deprived of the simplest of 
things. 

It started in the mid 1980s 
when Tewksbury Youth 
Football was involved in Pop 
Warner and got booted for 
an embezzlement scandal. 

Then in the 1990s, it was 
the embezzlement with 


Tewksbury Youth Baseball 
and the disgraced Paul 
Daley stealing over $400,000 
from the league and spend- 
ing time in the slammer. 

Just recently, we have the 
alleged embezzlement 
charges with the Tewksbury 
Recreation Department. 

In those three cases, youth 
football players, youth base- 
ball players and everyday 
kids from the town who 
enjoyed summer field trips, 
were all caught on the short 
end of the rope because of 
scandals involving alleged 
frauds. The Recreation 
Doors were shamefully shut 
down and the kids lost once 
again. 

If that’s not enough there’s 
more. 

Just last winter, we had the 
directors of the youth bas- 
ketball league fighting over 
gymnasiums for practice 
times, therefore the Town 
Manager locked the doors to 
the league, once again the 
children - who just want to 
go to the gym to have a good 
time with his or her pals 
while shooting some baskets 
-- get stranded at home play- 
ing basketball on their latest 
Sony PlayStation Game 
System. 

Up until a few years ago, 
hockey players had to travel 
to every other town, 
Tyngsboro at 6 am and 
dumpy rinks like Somerville 
and Burlington for a simple 
practice because the town 
refused to build a hockey 
rink. Again, the kids lost 
that battle. Finally a rink 
has been built and it’s been 
a tremendous asset to not

the community for a very 
small price tag, (so) I think 
it’s a good thing.” 

The price tag -- besides 
other concerns such as ques- 
tions with the actual project, 
traffic, neighbors -- seems to 
be the biggest question 
heading into Saturday’s 
vote. 

“The cost effectiveness is 
so huge,” said Dick. “People 
are asking us ‘why are we 
rushing to get this done now 
especially with the high 
school being on schedule’. 
Our answer is we will get the 
maximum credits. back 
because we won’t need the 
sod for the field and the cost 
of the bleachers won’t be 
used in the project so we’re 
going to get that money 
back in credit. We’re going 
to get $140,000 back in credit 
by not putting that stuff in.” 

Many surrounding towns 
have newly built high 
schools and athletic com- 
plexes, such as Woburn, 
Lawrence and North 
Reading to name a few. Both 
the high schools and athletic 
complexes of Woburn and 
Lawrence look as if they are 
Notre Dame _ University, 
whereas the FTCAC just 
wants an upgraded athletic 
complex to go along with the 
beautiful new high school. 

“We just want to get more 
activity out of the project,” 
said Dick. “We’re not trying

team, but to all off the hun- 
dreds of kids who can lace 
up their skates by traveling 
three minutes down the 
road. 

Up until a few years ago, 
there were no tennis courts 
in town. None - except those 
that had ten foot holes in the 
middle of them. So in the 
mid 1990s, the TMHS 
Athletic Department had to 
drop the Boys Tennis pro- 
gram. Now the girls pro- 
gram is alive and kicking, 
but only thanks to the few 
tennis courts that were 
added at the Livingston 
Street Field complex. Yet 
not enough -- but it’s better 
than what it was a decade 
ago. Again the kids lost 
since there’s no boys pro- 
gram anymore. 

The high school also has a 
gymnastics team, that holds 
practices and meets in the 
school’s’ cafeteria. So 
instead of sitting on the 
bleachers watching the 
gymnasts do vaults and 
jumps, fans are sitting on 
lunch seats with Twinkie 
droppings on them.

How about where the 
assistant coaches go during 
games? If one more coach 
goes up on the roof on a 
Saturday afternoon game, 
there will be several ambu- 
lances needed to cart 
reporters and great guys 
like Bob Lambert and Tom 


to do what Woburn did, but 
the time is now to get this 
project done. Right now the 
high school budget is way 
under what everybody had 
voted on.

If 
you want to run a classy pro- 
gram like other surrounding 
towns do, you need some- 
thing like this. Once the high 
school is finished and people 
come to see it, they’ll say 
‘wow the high school looks 
great’ and then they will see 
a field with grass on it, with 
no lights, no scoreboard and 
say ‘this is it’?” 

“The lights offer so much 
usage and there won’t be 
any games at ten at night or 
anything like that, and 
everything still has to get 
approved by the Planning 
Board and not by the 
Friends of Tewksbury 
Community Athletic 
Complex. And if the project 
gets approved on Saturday, 
it’ll be another year before 
it’ll be ready so that gives us 
plenty of time to plan and 
utilized the poor economic 
state by using leverage on 
bids with different compa- 
nies.” 

Dick went on to say that 
not only will the new com- 
plex benefit a number of the 
high school athletic teams - 


Conlin off to the hospital. 
How about the field during 
Saturday afternoon games? 
It looks like a horse race is 
about to be held and not a 
football game. 

Take a look at the Wynn 
Middle School field. You 
mean to tell me the uneven 
field that has as many holes 
in it than a Mitt Romney 
press conference does, is 
suitable for the children of 
this town? When Steve 
Levine coached his last soc- 
cer game a year and a half 
ago, he got ill looking across 
the way at all of his former 
players who were slanted on 
both sides of the field. 

Look at Strong Field, 
Memorial Field and the 
other Livington Street 
Fields for baseball, softball 
and lacrosse. Yeah, great 
stuff there too. And through- 
out all of this time, we 
haven’t even touched the 
facts of not having a suit- 
able track-and-field for not 
only one of the best pro- 
grams in the entire state 
every year, but for the 
everyday people who enjoy 
putting on their IPODS and 
walking around the track a 
few times after dinner. 

So now, on Saturday, voters 
will be asked for ‘yes’ or ‘no’ 
to approve the new athletic 
complex at the newly built 
high school. The project will 
feature an artificial turf 
field which would be acces- 
sible to not only the football 
team, but for the soccer, 
field hockey and lacrosse 
teams. There will be five 
tennis courts added so now 
a boys program can be 
added back to the high 


mostly those sports from the 
fall and spring seasons -- but 
it will be extremely benefi- 
cial having a track, five ten- 
nis courts, while the com- 
plex can be used for high 
school gym classes, high 
school graduations, youth 
and adult athletic leagues, 
while the town could host a 
number of charitable and 
athletic events, which Dick 
said would bring a lot of rev- 
enue. 

“At the high school level, 
there’s 15 teams who will 
use the (improved field) and 
that’s 460 athletes, 320 
games with 160 home 
games,” he said. “Then 
there’s another 200 athletes 
who can work out on the 
field, and then all of the stu- 
dents at the high school can 
use it for physical education 
classes. The average atten- 
dance for athletic games 
(non football) is 100 people, 
and there would certainly be 
a huge increase in atten- 
dance of games, between the 
field and the lights and that 
helps the community, the 
camaraderie between the 
town, the fans and the kids. 
On top of that it’s added rev- 
enue to the schools and 
especially to the town. 

“We can also host many 
events with is, which is all 
added revenue and on top of 
that, people from the town 
can come down and use the 


school’s . athletic depart- 
ment, and the girls program 
can actually hold a league 
meet like every other pro- 
gram across the state. 
There will be a practice 
field added so teams like 
softball and baseball can 
use. There will be a track 
and field put in so people 
actually see kids like 
Kristen Judge and Leanne 
Tucker who have become 
All-Americans, while the 
track teams don’t have to 
take a bus trip to neighbor- 
ing towns for every meet 
and outdoor practices (ala 
saving funds). 

Oh yeah, there will be 
lights at the complex, so 
there will be more than ten 
people at games, and Moms 
and Dads can get out of 
work at five and attend a 
game at six to watch Little 
Johnny or Little Suzy score 
a goal. And there will be 
lights for the football team 
to hold a home Friday night 
game, where significantly 
more people will come out 
to see the reigning Division 
2 Super Bowl finalists. 

One more thing - there 
won’t be (hardly) any town 
workers on the fields each 
day, because the artificial 
turf is basically mainte- 
nance free. It will pay for 
itself between that, and all 
of the extra revenue that 
will be coming in through 
all of the different sporting 
and other events that can be 
held at the complex. 

The concerns from 
Tewksbury people is money, 
traffic and noise. OK, I’ll 
give you the money, because 
that’s always an ordeal in 


track and use the tennis 
courts. We can host the high 
school graduation there, and 
we can have a number of 
community fundraising 
events, and hopefully with 
the new tennis courts, we 
can get the high school boys 
tennis program back.” 

The Boys Tennis program 
was dropped in the mid 
1990s. 

Dick broke down the 1.935 
million dollars which would 
go into the project, if 
approved. 

“The artificial turf Ae 
field prep would be 700,000; 
the five tennis courts and 
lighting would be 375,000, the 
lights on field would be 
235,000 and: enhanced seat- 
ing and press box would be 
525,000,” he said. 

There would be approxi- 
mately one hundred thou- 
sand dollars left, which 
would be addressed to the 
the electronic scoreboard; 
goal posts and the possibili- 
ty of additional bathrooms, 
depending on the approval 
capacity, depending on if it 
surpassed 1,000 seats or not. 

“If the project gets 
approved, you are talking 
about 50 years of service 
and times that by ‘x’ amount 
of students each year and 
that’s a whole lot of students 
who will benefit from this,” 
said Dick.

Bashalany to help Dana Farber

For Matthew Bashalany, 
the Boston Marathon is 
about the team more than 
the individual. Bashalany is 
running the race as: part of 
the Dana Farber Marathon 
Challenge team, and could- 
n’t be happier about it. 

“Thankfully, cancer is not 
a disease that has affected 
my immediate family direct- 
ly, but it’s certainly some- 
thing that touches every- 
body,” he said. 

Last summer, when a good 
friend and fellow runner 
joined Tedy  Bruschi’s 
marathon team, dedicated 
to raising money and aware- 
ness for the American 
Stroke © Association, 
Bashalany decided he want- 
ed to contribute in his own 
way. Around the same time, 
a co-worker was diagnosed 
with a tumor, and Bashalany 
knew he had found his 
cause. 

The Dana Farber 
Marathon Challenge team 
puts all money raised 
towards the Claudia Adams 
Barr Program-in Innovative 
Basic Cancer Research. The 
program’s focuses are to 
achieve better cure rates 
and to enhance patient qual- 
ity of life. Bashalany has 
raised $4,150 for the team so 
far. 

“People have just been 
really generous,” he said. 
“When I tell people I am 
doing it for Dana Farber, 
they want to give.” 

Though team members are 
given a minimum total of 
$4,000 to raise, Bashalany 
has a personal goal of $5,400 
that he is determined to 
meet, “if not by the 
marathon, then after.” 

To be fair, he has been busy 
training. The team’s train- 
ing program runs for 18 
weeks, though Bashalany 
started training as soon as 
he knew he had a spot on the 
team in early December. 
The training consists of four 
runs per week that total

more than 40 miles, as well 
as two days of strength 
training. The team utilizes 
facilities all over Greater 
Boston, and practices on the 
marathon route. 

“That’s the thing about the 
Dana Farber team,” said 
Bashalany. “It’s really 
organized and really well 
done. I can’t say enough 
about the support they give 
their runners.” 

The team has a dedicated 
group of volunteers who 
man water and food stops 
along the practice route, and 
the runs typically begin and 
end at local gyms so the run- 
ners have a place to stretch. 

“This is my first 
marathon,” said Bashalany. 
“It would be tough to do 
alone.” 

Bashalany is from Nashua, 
NH originally and - save for 
four years at Syracuse 
University in New York - has 
lived in New England his 
entire life. He was never a 
runner, aside for training he 
did for other sports, but 
tried a half marathon three 
years ago in Salem with his 
friend. 

“We trained together and 
got hooked together, and I’ve 
been hooked ever since,” he 
said. 

One big change to his rou- 
tine during training has 
been his diet. 

“I think the grocery bill 
has gone through the roof,” 
said Bashalany with a 
laugh, who eats a combina- 
tion of protein, carbohy- 
drates, and more fruits and 
vegetables than he ever has 
before. “My mom will tell 
you I would never eat veg- 
etables growing up. She’s 
astonished that I will actual- 
ly eat my vegetables now.” 

Bashalany works for a pub- 
lic relations company in 
Boston, but lives in 
Tewksbury with wife, 
Amelia. 

“My wife’s been great,” he 
said. “She’s also looking for- 
ward to after the marathon 
when I'll have some free 


time.” 

Bashalany’s parents and 
wife will all be there on the 
day of to cheer him on. As 
it’s his first marathon, 
Bashalany is just looking to 
finish, though he said he 
would be happy with a fin- 
ishing time around four 
hours. 

“A lot has to go right on 
marathon day,” said 
Bashalany, mentioning fac- 
tors like weather. “For me, 
it’s really about getting to 
the starting line healthy and 
running a good race.” He 


plans to concentrate on 
smart pacing, quoting his

team coach who says: “If 
you feel like you’re not going 
slow enough, shal re going 
too.fast.” 

Bashalany admits that he’s 
nervous, but he has some- 
thing to keep him motivated 
during the race: the Dana 
Farber cheering section at 
mile 25. Made up of patients 
and their families, the 
team’s runners often stop to 
give high fives and to take 
pictures. For Bashalany, this 
is the real reason to keep 
running. 

“It reminds us why we’re 
doing it,” he said.

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Shawsheen Tech Sports Round-Up 


Rams Boys Lax © 
team picks up 
pair of wins

The Shawsheen Tech Boys 
Lacrosse team entered this 
season as five time defend- 
ing CAC champions after 
rolling to an undefeated 
record in the league last sea- 
son, but they also entered

last Thursday followed by a 
15-10 win over Nashoba Tech 
on Monday. 

In the 15-10 win over 
Nashoba, the Rams were led 
by six goals and three 
assists from junior attack 
Tim Hunt of Wilmington as 
well as four goals and an 
assist from junior attack 
Ryan Capraro of Tewksbury. 

Other goal scorers for the 
Rams were Nick Peacock, 
who had a pair of goals, as 
well as single tallies by Tom 
Price and Lenny Houghton. 
Sophomore attack Alec 
Dellanno of Wilmington 
added three assists, while 
fellow Wilmington resident, 
junior midfielder Keenan 
Beraldi, added a pair of 
assists. 

The score could have been 
much more lopsided in the 
Rams favor, as they led 15-1 
at the half before Baker 
opted to empty his bench for 
the entire second half. 

“T played young kids in the 
second half and we tried 
some new things early in the 
third quarter,” Baker said. 
“We were trying to get some 
young kids feet wet with the 
fact that we do not have a 
true JV team. The game 
could have been 25-30 to who 
knows what if we had played 
the starters the entire sec- 
ond half.” 

The score was much more 
lopsided in the Rams 15-4 
win over North Shore last 
Thursday, as they were led 
by four goals by Beraldi as 
well as two goals and three 
assists from fellow midfield- 
er Price. Baker knows he 
will need to count on this 
combination to provide a lot 
of offense for his team this 
season, and ‘he feels like 
they have the skill to step up 
and produce.

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In memory of Winchester youth 
who lost his battle with cancer

Nearly 10 years ago the 
Dunleavy family of Winchester 
lost their eight-year old son, 
Michael, to a brain tumor. 
Today, the family just finished 
the 10th road race in his honor. 
Proceeds go to Mass. General 
Hospital and Camp Sunshine in 
Maine which helps terminally- 
ill children. 

It’s been an emotional jour- 
ney for the family, which con- 
sists of older brother John, 
younger brother Brian, 
younger sisters Laura and 
Lucy, and parents Gerry and 
Toni. 

His father, Gerry, now 56, 
remarked that even though it’s 
been 10 years “his passing 
seems like yesterday.” 

Michael, born April 9, 1994, 
was diagnosed in the early 
spring of 2002, but didn’t let 
that slow him down. 

Like most boys, Michael 
enjoyed sports; however, he 
also enjoyed reading, poetry, 
playing on the computer and 


boating. Showing a good sense _ 


of humor, he claimed to be the 
better boat driver because he 
had never crashed into any- 
thing. 

Another of Michael’s pas- 
times involved winning, specif- 
ically collecting money. But 
the youngster wasn’t about 
being selfish with his earnings, 
as he routinely gave to his fam- 
ily and those in need. Once, 
after collecting $300 from a 
lemonade stand he had set up, 
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Michael told his family he 
wanted to donate the money to 
help fight cancer. 

In fact, lemonade money 
started the Michael Dunleavy 
Foundation, which focuses on 
childhood cancers and brain 
tumor research, as well as 
treatment and assistance for 
children and families affected. 
The foundation is very reliant 
on volunteers, as Michael’s 
father said 75-100 people volun- 
teer each year for the Michael 
J. Dunleavy 5K Walk/Road 
Race by helping load and 
unload trucks, giving out 
prizes, serving food, dealing 
with music and registering 
walkers/runners. 

Although diagnosed with a 
brain tumor, Michael was a 
pretty normal child. He spent 
his early years at the Tara 
Montessori School in 
Manchester before beginning 
third grade at the Vinson- 
Owen School in Winchester 
(the school, unfortunately, no 
longer exists, as it is being 


rebuilt for added handicapped . 


accessibility and classroom 
space). 

To honor his time at the V- 
O School, the road race is held 
each year on Lockeland Road, 
in the western part of 
Winchester, and very near the 
school. The family has anoth- 
er event, in their homeland of 
Ireland, each year, as well. 
This year it will take place on 
April 15 with those proceeds 
staying in Ireland. 

Also this year, Michael 
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would be graduating from 
Winchester High School, so his 
father said the Class of 2012 
will be dedicating the yearbook 
in his memory. 

At the most recent road 
race, held on April 1, Michael’s 
father said they had a doctor 
there talking about all the 
research being done and he 
mentioned that the cure rate 
for a disease like Michael’s had 
grown to above 80 percent, an 
increase from when Michael 
had been diagnosed. 

With the cure-rate now so 
much higher, Michael’s father 
said the doctor’s are striving 
for 100 pereent. Unfortunately, 
cancer is a smart disease that 
keeps changing and re-invent- 
ing itself. Michael’s cancer 
started as toxins in his body 
that headed toward his brain 
and got caught in the top of his 
spine. 

The only symptoms he 
showed initially were a change 
inthis vision and a tendency to 
look sideways rather than 
straight on. In fact, because of 
the location of the tumor and 


the inability of doctors to 


remove it, his prognosis was 
quite grim. Doctors gave him 
no more than 16 weeks. He 
passed away on October 28, 
2002. 

His family still keeps their 
spirits high, especially when 
they see Michael’s former 
classmates, some of whom 
have used their experience 
knowing Michael as material 
for their (successful) college 
essays. 

Routinely, the race draws 
anywhere from 600-800 walkers 
and runners. The first year the 
most people came out, because 
as Michael’s father put it, “the 
event was new and everyone 
knew Michael.” His death was 
fresh in people’s minds. 

Now that Michael is gone, 
his father said without him 
“everything is a first.” 

But even in his passing, 
there is hope. 

“His memory hasn’t died 
off,” his father noted. “People 
knew what he was about. He 
started (this) foundation col- 
lecting money from his lemon- 
ade stand.” 

Although the family has 
donated many of the funds to 
Mass. General Hospital, they

Michael’s father said 
they plan to visit in the next 
couple of months and hear 
about the advances in 
research. 

Even though it’s been 10 
years, his brothers and sisters 
haven’t forgotten him and nei- 
ther has the community. The 
annual car wash held a few 
weeks ago raised $1,400, the 
most ever. His former school 
planted a tree in his honor. 
He’s clearly on the minds of 
those who knew and remember 
him. 

Besides the road race and 
car wash, his father said 
they’re planning another event 
called Musicians for Michael 
where people can show up and 
donate whatever they want. 
He mentioned inviting some 
popular Irish bands and some 
lesser known ones, as well. 

With the first 10 years of the 
road race a success, Gerry

In the comedy ‘American 
Reunion’, all the ‘American 
Pie’ characters we met a lit- 
tle more than a decade ago 
return to East Great Falls 
for their high-school 
reunion.

Now these lifelong 
friends have come home as 
adults to reminisce about, 
and get inspired by, the hor- 
monal teens who launched 
the original hit film.. 

Jim’s marriage to former 
band geek Michelle (Alyson 
Hannigan) has cooled since 
2003’s “American Wedding.”

“WRATH OF THE 
TITANS” 
GRADE: ** 

The sequel to ‘The Clash 
of the Titans’ is an improve- 
men over the first one, but 
that isn’t saying a whole lot. 

The plot of this new ver- 
sion, made for 3D viewing, 
is as follows: 

A decade after his heroic 
defeat of the monstrous 
Kraken, Perseus-the 
demigod son of Zeus-is 
attempting to live a quieter 
life as a village fisherman 
and the sole parent to his 10- 
year old son, Helius. 

Meanwhile, a struggle for 
supremacy rages between 
the gods and the Titans. 
Dangerously weakened by 
humanity's lack of devotion, 
the gods are losing control 
of the imprisoned Titans 
and their ferocious leader, 
Kronos, father of the long- 
ruling brothers Zeus, Hades 
and Poseidon. 

Perseus cannot ignore 
his true calling when Hades, 
along with Zeus' godly son, 
Ares (Edgar Ramirez), 
switch loyalty and make a 
deal with Kronos to capture 
Zeus. The Titans' strength 
grows stronger as Zeus' 
remaining godly powers are 
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siphoned. 

And really - 
care? 

"Wrath of the Titans” is 
considerably better looking 
than its predecessor, but it 
still makes little sense sto- 
rywise. 

Widowed, war-weary 
Perseus (Sam Worthington) 
is living as a humble fisher- 
man when he gets a late 
night visit from his father, 
the god Zeus (Liam 
Neeson). Because the mor- 
tals have stopped praying to 
the gods, Zeus is worried 
that he will lose his powers 
and that Titans, led by his 
own father, Kronos, will 
escape from their under- 
world prison. 

As a demigod, Perseus 
would rather raise his mor- 
tal son than join the battle 
between god and evil. But 
when Zeus is taken captive 
by his jealous brother 
Hades (Ralph Fiennes) and 
resentful son Ares (Edgar 
Ramirez), Perseus must 
journey to the center of the 
Earth to save him. 

The descent into the 
labyrinth is the best effect 
in the movie, but the pres- 
ence of a minotaur (shock- 
ing!) is more evidence that 
scriptwriters mailed it in 
this time. 

The actual story is inco- 
herent, and the choppily 
paced movie is too short to 
develop the characters. 


does anyone 
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That's a disservice to actors 
like Neeson and Fiennes, 
who look embarrassed to be 
here. 

"Wrath" does have sharp- 
er 3-D than "Clash" did; it's 
nowhere near as murky and 
dark as its predecessor. But 
that’s not enough to save it.

The very successful book 
series comes to life on the 
big screen, much to the 
delight of the millions of 
‘The Hunger Games’ fans 
everywhere.
